passing of the only Dalian in Mount 
Pleasant who was ever able to read 
•U» "Black Hand ritual." Police were 
busy last evening but cou'd not lay 
th* deed that Galone had committed 
to the "Black Hand." Several years 
ago Galone, with several others, by 
a black hand plot, it was charged, se- 
cured $360 from another Italian and 
in this manner he came under the 
eyes of the officers and was watched. 
Just last week Galone wi.s brought 
into police conrt charged 'vith disor- 
derly conduct. At the hearing the 
.trouble proved to be over children 
•od was merely a child fight.

The Original Ape Man 


WASHUvGTON, 
June 
IS.—News- 


paper reports that Prof. R. U, Garner, 
of the Smithsonian 
Institution 
of 


Washington, liaa found in the French 
Congo a "man-monkey" or "talking 
ape" lend interest to a communica- 
tion sent by the late Theodore Roose- 
velt to the National Geographic 
society telling of the pre-human ape 
man of Java, who lived some 500,000 
years .ago, and marked an upwerd 
stage in the evolution of man. 


Colonel Roosevelt's famou* jungle 


aunt was in the vicinity of Prof. Gar- 
ner's travels, as they are described 
in newspaper dispatches, 
and 
th« 


Roosevelt big game is mounted in 
the Smithsonian Institution 
with 


which Prof. Garner U associated. 


Hesardinff this "ape-man" of Java, 


one of many "missing links" in human 
evolution Colonel Roosevelt wrote to 
the National Geographic Society: 


"This being was already half way 


upward from the beast, naif way be- 
tween true man and those Miocene 
ancestors! of his, who were Btill on 
the psychic and intellectual level of 
their diverging kinsfolk, tie anthro- 
poid ape*, fie, or some creature tik« 
him, waa In our own line of ascent 
during these uncounted ages when 
our ancestors were already different 
from all other brutes and yet had not 
grown to be really man. He probab- 
ly used a stone or club at need; and 
about this time ho may hav« begun 
very rudely to chip 
or 
otherwise 


fashion stones to his use. 


"ifcfl progress was very, very slow; 


Che marked feature in the progress 
of man has been its great accelera- 
tion of' rapidity in each suceeeive 
stage, accompanied continually by an 
inexplicable halt or dying out In race 
after race and culture after cuhore. 


"After the ape-man of Java 
we 


tlkip a quarter of a million years or 
so, before we get our next glimpse 
of a near-human predecessor of ours. 
This ia the Heidelberg man, who lived 
in the 
warm 
second 
interglacial 


period, surrounded by a fauna of ange 
or fearsome beasts, which included 
the saber-tooth, and tire hippopota- 


mus, and also rhinoceroses and ele- 
phants of southern type. 


"He waa a chintess icing, whose 


jaw was sdll so primitive that it mast 
have made his speech Imperfect; and 
he was so much lower than any ex- 
isting savage as to be at least spe- 


I cifieally distinct—that Is, he can be 
| called "huenan" only if the word is 
used with a certain largeness. 


"Again we make a long skip—this 


time of somewhat over a hundred 
thousand years—and1 come to the Pilt- 
down roan, or near-man—a being 
seemingly a little farther advanced 
than the man of Heidelberg, and In 
some ways less so, for he possesses 
apt-Uko canine teeth, 


"The next race was that of the 


Neanderthal man, much more mod- 
ern and more advanced, but lower 
than any dinting - savage, and spe- 
cifically distinct from modern man. 
This race dwelt in Europe, without 
other human rivals, for an innnenEe 
period of time, probably at Feast JSTty 
thousand years; certainly .an aga sev- 
eral Unwe as long as the period In- 
cluded fn tie interval between the 
earliest polished stono men and our- 
selves—in other words, several times 
as loag «s the- Rges o£ polished stone. 
| bronze and iron and the. total of hi&- 
toric times all put together. 


"Some of their fnvortte caverns 


j were lived in by th&oi acd by their 
j BDCcessors for fitly thoK»and years. 


"At last the life term of these prim- 


itive hunter folk drew to a close. They 
were not our ancestors. With our 
present knowledge, it seems probable 
that they were extenninauxi as com- 


I pletely from Europe as in onr own d.*iy 
j the 
TacnKinian** were extinguished 


from Tasmania. 


"The most profound change fn Uw 


whole racial (not cultural) history of 
Western Europe was the sudden and 
total supplanting of these savagos, 
lower than any existing hienan type, 
by the tall, finely butH Cro- Magnon 
race of hunters, who In Intelligence 
evidently ranked high as compared 
with afl but the very foremost mod- 
ern peoples*"
